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THE SECOND WOE Is PAST; Au D BEHOLD THE 
THIRD WOE COMETH QUICKLY! Th 
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I THINK I may addreſs you as our Lord did his 
hearers upon another. occaſion : © This day is 
& this Scripture fulfilled in your ears.” Were I to 
ſearch the ſacred prophecies over from beginning 
to end, I could not find a. paſſage more in ſeaſon 
than this. I am perſuaded that the Second Moe is now 
juſt paſt, and that the Third Woe cometh quickly, 
and will begin immediately to follow the concluſion 
of the Second. * - 
In order to caſt what light I can upon this paſ- 
ſage, I ſhall take notice · in a brief manner of the 
Three Wok TRUMPETS: Two of which I believe 
are now finiſhed, and the Third juſt beginning to 
ſound. For though it is very evident that all the 
Trumpets brought great woes and deſtructions upon 
the Earth, yet the Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh, are 
by way of eminence called, the Woe Trumpets, = 
B En - 
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| the deſtructions and miferies that have befallen, 4nd 

| ſhall befal mankind under them, are far greater, 

| and of longer continuance than thoſe under the firſt 

four. For after the four firſt angels had founded. 

' and very awful judgments and deſolations had fol. 
lowed, which refer to events long fince' paſt and 

gone, St. John fays, t And I beheld, and heard 
an Angel flying through the midft of Heaven, 

„ ſaying with # loffd voice, - Woe, woe, woe, to 
© the inhabiters of the earth, by reaſon of the 

e other voices of the trumpets of the three Angels 
c which are yet to ſound.” Chap. viii. 13. 

We are naturally, led from this proclamation to 
expect very awful woes and defolations to follow ; | 
and: we ſhall not be diſappoigted. I 

Chap. ix. 1. 2. And the fifth Angel ſounded, 
ce and I ſaw a Star falf from heaven unto the earth ; 
et and to him was given the key of the bottomleſs pit. 
& And he opened the botromlefs pit, and there 
* roſe a ſmoke out of the pit, as the ſmoke of a 
great furnace; and the ſun and the air were dark- 
* enced, by reaſon of the ſmoke of the pit.” 

By this Star, I underſtand the impoſtor Mahomet, 
| by whom a falſe religion was ſet up, which has had 
4 very extenſive ſpread, inſomuch that it has filled 
4 conſiderable part of the world with error and dark- 
neſs; and which religion did not come down from 
heaven, bur rofe out of the bottomlefs pit, and has 
been extended by the agency of the angel of the 
Bottomleſs pit, or the great deſtroyer of mankind. 
It ſeems aſtoniſhing, that a religion fo falfe, ſenſe- 
| leſs, and ſtupid, ſhould have ever prevailed where 
Chriſtianity in its purity had been known! But it 
| was permitted by God, as a dreadful woe, to pu- 
niſh thoſe Chriſtians who had loſt the truth, 8 | 
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and power of their 1 * had in a manner 
turned their light into darkneſs, and degenerated 


into mere idolators. And beſides, it was propa- 


ated by the ſword, without which it would never 
— been ſpread in the world at all. This falſe 
prophet is very aptly. and juſtly typified by a 
blazing ſtar, or'meteor, and his religion by ſmoke 


and darkneſs out of the bottoraleſs pit, which dark- 


ened the ſun and the air. 


Verſe 3. And there came out of the ſmoke 
6 Loculſts upon the earth; and unto them was 
ce * given power, as the ſcorpions of the earth have 

* power.” 

Moſt expoſitors agree that theſe locuſts repreſent 
the armies of the Saracens, who came forth with 
the doctrine of Mahomet in their mouths, and 
arms in their hands, to deſtroy the remains of the 
Chriſtian Faith, and to conquer the fineſt parts of 
the eaſtern empire. The Arabians. are properly 
compared to locuſts, not only becauſe numerous 
armies are frequently compared to them, but alſo 
becauſe ſwarms of locuſts often ariſe from Arabia, 
and alſo becauſe in the plagues of Egypt, to which 
conſtant alluſion is made in theſe trumpets ; the 
locuſts were brought by an eaſt wind, and came 
from Arabia, which lies eaſtward of Egypt: and 
alſo becauſe in the book of Judges the people of 
Arabia are compared to locuſts or graſshoppers for 
multitude. As the natural locuſts are bred in pits 
and holes of the earth, ſo theſe myſtical locuſts are 
truly infernal, * | proceed with the darkneſs from 
the bottomleſs. „ Theſe had Powers, as the

This plainly ſhews that they are not gane bo. | 
cuſts, which commonly feed upon graſs and green 


things, but figurative locuſts, which are rightly ex- 


plained to mean the Arabians; to whom theſe or- 


ders were given, when they were marching to in- 


vade Syria, © Deſtroy no palm- trees, nor burn any 


fields of corn: cut down no fruit- trees, nor do 


& any miſchief to cattle, only ſuch as you kill to 
ce eat.” Their commiſſion was to hurt only thoſe 


men who had not the ſeal of God in their foreheads; 


that is, thoſe who were not the true ſervants of God, 
but corrupt and idolatrous Chriſtians. Their wars 
were chiefly intended for the propagation of the 


. Mahometan religion'; - their aim was not ſo much to 


hurt individuals in their property, as to eſtabliſh 
their principles among them, in oppoſition to a cor- 
rupted Chriſtianity that nad taken place. And it 
appears evident from hiſtory, that in thoſe coun- 
tries of Afia, Africa, and Europe, where the Sara- 


cens extended their conqueſts, the Chriſtians were 
generally guilty of Idolatry, in worſhipping ſaints, 


if not images; and it was the -pretence of Maho- 
met and his followers to chaſtiſe them for it, and to 


re-eſtabliſh the unity of the Godhead. 


Verſe 5.' And to them it was given, that they 
ce ſhould not kill them, but that they ſhould be tor- 
c mented five months; and their torment was as

the feal of God in their foreheads, and they were 
not commiſſioned to kill or wholly deſtroy them po- 
litically ; but were allowed greatly to harrafs, diſ- 
treſs, and torment them. And this was to be the 
caſe for five months, which time is twice repeat- 
. e 
Ihe five months are ſuppoſed to agree with the 


/ 


incurſions of the Saracens, in ſeveral reſpects. 


Firſt, It is in the five ſummer months, from May 
to September, that the Locuſts deſtroy the produc- 
tions of the earth ; ſo in theſe months the Saracens 


made their invaſions. Locuſts are obſerved to live 
about five months, viz. from April to September; 


and if we take theſe five months for natural months, 


then as the natural Locuſts live and do hurt only 


in the five ſummer months, ſo the Arabians made 
their excurſions in the five ſummer months, and re- 
treated again in the winter. It appears that this was 
their uſual practice, and particularly when they firſt 

beſieged Conſtantinople, in the time of Conſtantine 
Pogonatus. For from the month of April until 
September, they pertinaciouſly continued their ſiege, 
and then deſpairing of ſucceſs, departed to Cyzicum, 
where they wintered, and in ſpring again renewed 
the war: and this courſe they held for ſeven years, 


as the Greek annals tells us. 


Secondly, © Some think that the time of five 
months 1s to be underſtood prophetically, for one 


hundred and fifty years; and it is very remarkable 


that within that time the Saracens made their prin- 
cipal conqueſts. Their empire might ſubſiſt much 
longer, but their power of hurting and tormentin 
men was exerted chiefly within that period. Read 
the hiſtory of the Saracens, and you will find their 
greateſt exploits were performed, and their greateſt

conqueſts made, betweeen the year ſix hundred ang 
twelve, when Mahomet firſt opened the bottomleſs 
pit, and began publickly to teach and ' propagate 
his-umpoſture, and the year ſeven hundred and fixty 
two, when the Caliph Almanſor, built Bagdat, to 
fix there the ſeat of his empire, and called it, Taz 


- CaTY or PEAcEs, Syria, Perſia, India, and the 


greateſt part of Aſia; Egypt, and the greateſt part 
of Africa; Spain, and ſome parts of Europe, were 


all fubdued in the intermediate time. 


Thirdly, If theſe months. be taken doubly, for 
three hundred years, then according to Sir Iſaac 
Newton in his Obſervations on the Revelations, 
be the whole time that the Caliphs of the Saracens 
ce 2 with a temporal dominion at Damaſcus 
0 Bagdat together, was three hundred years; 


4 viz. from the year fix hundred and thirty- ſeven, 


* to the year nine hundred and thirty-ſix incluſive, 
when their empire was broken, and divided into ſe- 
veral principalities or kingdoms.

*« ſhall they run.” Many authors have obſerved BY 
that the head of a locuſt reſembles that of an horſe. 7 
The Italians therefore, call them Cavale!te, as it were 1 
little horſes. It is a ſtriking and beautiful repre- 1 
ſentation of the ſwiftneſs and expedition with winch "Nt 
an army conſiſting of horſemen, invade and ravage 138 
a country. The Arabians have in all ages been fa- 7% 


mous for their horfes and horſemanſhip; their 
e is well known to conſiſt chiefly 1 in their ca- 
valry. 

Another diſtinguiſhing mark and character, is 
their having on their heads, as it were, crowns like 
gold, which ſeems to be an allufionto the head-dreſs 
of the Arabians, who have conſtantly worn turbans 
or mitres, and boaſt of having thoſe ornaments in

their common attire, which are crowns and dia. 
dems with other people. The crowns may alſo 


fignify the kingdoms and dominions which they. 


- ſhould acquire: For, as Mr. MEDE excellently ob- 
ſerves,” No nation had ever ſo wide a command, 


nor ever were ſo many kingdoms, ſo many re.

** ſounds incredible, yet moſt true it is, that in the

; Their faces being like the faces of men, ſhews them 
not to be real, but only figurative locuſts : and it is 
ſaid that the Arabians wore their beards, or at leaſt 


muſtachoes, which gave them a manly appearance; 


and poſſibly their faces being like men, may intend 

their pretences of uſing reaſon and arguments like 

men, in order to ſpread and propagate their reli- 
ton in the world. N

This was the cuſtom of the Arabians, as ſeveral au- 
thors teſtify, and is another proof that natural lo- 


cuſts cannot be intended, but the Saracens, who 


are all along deſcribed in this yigon. Their effe- 
minacy and luſt, to which they were extremely ad- 
dicted, are hinted at here, as well as their manner 
of dreſs and attire. Their teeth as the teeth cf lions, 


is a deſcription copied from Joel's prophecy reſpe&- 


ing the natural locuſts, ** A nation, whole teeth are 
ce the teeth of a lion, and he hath the cheek teeth 
e of a great lion: Joel i. 6. that is, ſtrong to de-

There ſeems in this deſcription of the figurative 
locuſts, or Arabians, conſtant alluſions to the Pro- 
phet Joel's deſcription of the natural locuſts, as any 
one may perceive that compares them together. In 
chap. ii. verſe 8. ſpeaking of the locuſts, he ſays, 
„When they fall upon the {word they ſhall not be 
© wounded.” And it is obſervable, that the na- 
tural locuſt hath about its body a pretty hard 
hell, of the colour of iron; ſo that herein the 
— 1 ſymbol 
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how amazingly ſtrong the 
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( 12 ) | 
ſymbol of the breaſt-plate is exactly ſuited to the 
natural locuſt. This metaphor is deſigned to ex. 
preſs the defenſive arms of the Saracens, as the 
teeth of lions was deſigned to expreſs their offenſive 
and deſtroying weapons. OR 
Joel alſodeſcribes the natural locuſts in their march, 
in much the ſame language as St. John here uſes ; 
Joel ii. 4, 5. The appearance of them is as the 
„ appearance of horſes; and as horſemen ſo ſhall. 
& they run. Like the noiſe of chariots on the tops 
& of mountains ſhall they leap, like the noiſe of a 
cc flame of fire that devoureth the ſtubble, as a 
& firong people ſet in battle array.” 

The locuſts when they come in large bodies make 
ſuch a noiſe with their wings, that they might almoſt 
be taken for birds. Their wings, and the found of their 
wings, denote the ſwiftneſs and rapidity of their 
conqueſts ; and it is indeed aſtoniſhing, that in leſs 
than a century they erected an empire, which extend- 
ed from India to Spain. They not only conquered 
and poſſeſſed all Spain, except a few inacceſſible 
places in the mountains which they deſpiſed, but 
they paſſed over the Pyrenean mountains into 
France; and after many ravages in ſeveral parts of 
the country, they came to a deciſive battle with 
Charles Martel, in which Aldirachman was killed, 
with his numerous army. They advanced, as to a 
certain victory, with their wives and children, as 
. deſigning to dwell in France; their army conſiſted 
of about four hundred thouſand; and there was 
fought one of the moſt bloody battles, and moſt 
obſtinate fights that the world ever beheld. The 
ſlaughter was almoſt incredible; three hundred and 
ſeventy thouſand were killed. This was about the 
year 734 ; and if this battle had not put a me to 
: g | their

their progreſs, they in all probability would ſoon 
have conquered Europe, and poſſeſſed the whole 
Chriſtian world, ſo called. But after this defeat 
the Saracens or Moors made no farther conqueſts 
in Europe, and were afterwards quite driven out of 
Spain alſo.

tormented mankind ; and not only fo, but they drew 
à poiſonous train after them, and wherever they 
carried their arms, there alſo they diſtilled the ve- 
nom of a falle religion ; thereby doing more effen- 
tial injury to the ſouls of men, than ſcorpions could 
do to their bodies. Their invaſions cauſed great pain, 
uneaſineſs and torment wherever they came, ſo as to 
make men wiſh for death; and they carried with 
them the. poiſon of error and delufion, which has 
ever ſince preyailed over many millions of the 
human race; and they not only deſtroyed learn- 
ing and knowledge, but in a great meaſure 
put out or obſcured the light of the goſpel, 
by their darkneſs, through all the eaſt coun- 
tries, where it had ſhone with the greateſt ſplen- 
dor. We muſt not ſuppoſe that they did not kill

Though the natural locuſts have 
no king, yet theſe figurative Tocufts have one, who 
is called, the angel of the bottomleſs pit, whoſe name 
in both Hebrew and Greek fignifies u defroyer, . 
This might ſeem to intimate that Satan, or the 
Devil himfelf, was by way of eminence the king or 
leader of the Saracens, and the prime author of 
their religion and government: and there is no 
doubt but he had a principal hand in the mat- 
ter, and that they were under his influence, and 
devoted to his ſervice, and they ſeem to have been 
inſpired with his ſpirit. But Biſhop Newton, and 
ſome others, think that Mahomet hifnſelf is intend- 
ed; the following are his words: It is farther 
added, that hey bad a king over them; The fame.

About the year of Chriſt 606, Mabomet began to 
pretend to Revelation, and converſe with the Angel Gas» 
briel, in a ſolitary cave, near Mecca, in Arabia. 
ln the year 608, which was the fortieth of his age, 
he began to take the ſtile of the Apoſtle of God ; and to 
propagate his impoſture, he pretended not to deliver a 
new religion, but to revive the old religion Gol firit gave 
- to Adam : and by many other ſpecious pretences of receive 
ing his Revelations from the angel Gabriel, he gained 
ſeveral proſelytes. Yet the people of Mecca, where he 
lived, were ſo averſe to his impoſture, that they reſolved ta 
ſtrike at the root, and prevent the {ſpreading of farther miſ- 
chief, by cutting him off who was the chief author of it ;- 
ſo that he was forced to fly from Mecca to Medina, then 
called Tathreb, This was in the year 622, from which 
fight of Mahomet, the Hgira, or computation of Time

{ſerved from the foregoing, verſes, that the riſe, pro- 


ſors, and the ravages of the Arabians, may pro- 
perly he called the firſt woe; as it was indeed a moſt 
dreadful woe to the Chriſtian world ſo called, and 
to the inhabitants of all the countries where they 
committed their depredations. - . 

The ſimilitude between the Locuſtis and the Ara- 
bians is ſo great, that it muſt ſtrike every curious 
obſerver ; and a farther reſemblance is noted by Mr.

It is indeed a moſt aſtoniſhing event, that this one man 
ſhould have riſen, from nothing, in ſo ſhort a time, to 
ſuch great power, authority, and dominion; and that 
the impoſture which he propagated for religion ſhould have 
continued already for almoſt twelve hundred years, and 
during that time ſhould have as many profeſſed adherents 
as Chriſtianity itſelf, if not more! But I hope this will 
not remain the caſe much longer.

| countries, deſtroying libraries, the repoſitories oflearn- 
in fe women, ſubjecting them to their brutal 
Juſts, and eſpecially propagating a falſe religion in 
the world; all theſe things proved them to be the 
firſt terrible woe, which took place under the ſound- 
ing of the fifth Trumpet. This woe is paſt lang ago, 
and I ſhould not have noticed it fo particularly, 
but in order to throw light upon the ſubject I am 
about to treat of, viz. the concluſion of the ſecond 
woe. At the end of the firſt woe it is faid, One 
woe is paſt, and bebold there come two woes more bere- 
Hier. This is added not only to diſtinguiſh the

wards; and the Sultans were ound and reſtrained 
from extending their conqueſts farther than the ter- 
ritories and countries adjoining to the river Eu. 
phrates, primarily by the Providence of God, and 
in a ſecondary ſenſe by the Croiſades or expeditions 
of the European Chriſtians into the holy land, in 
the latter part of the eleventh, and in the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries. Nay, the European Chriſ. 
tians took ſeveral cities and countries from them, 
and confined them within narrower. bounds. But 
when- an end was put to the Croifades, and the 
Chriſtians totally abandoned their conqueſts in Sy- 
ria and Paleſtine, as they did in the latter part of 
the thirteenth century ; then' the four angels were 
looſed that had been before bound in or near the 
great river Euphrates. 
Soliman Shah, the firſt Chief and founder of the 
Othman race, retreating with his three ſons 


afled the river Euphrates, but was drowned, the 
time of long the” four angels being not yet come. 
Diſcouraged at this accident, two of his fons returned 
to their former habitations ; but Ortogrul the third, 
with his three ſons Condoz, Sarubani, and Othman, 
remained fome time in thoſe parts, and having ob- 
tained leave of Aladin, Sultan of Iconium, he came 
with four hundred of his Turks, and ſettled in the 
mountains of Armenia. From thence they began 
their excurſions ; and the other Turks os, 
with them, and following their ſtandard, they gainec 
ſeveral victories over the Tartars on one fide, and 
over the Chriſtians on the other. =

1357, in the reign of Orchan, their ſecond em. 

They took Conſtantinople, the capital of 
the Eaſtern empire, May 29th, 1453, in the reign 
of Mahomet their ſeventh emperor... Then they 
ew Conſtantine Paleologus the laſt Greek em- 
peror, and put an end to that empire, which had ſub- 
ſiſted from the time of Conſtantine the Great. And 
in time all the remaining part of the Greek empire 


ſhared the fate of the capital city. 


I! e laſt of their conqueſts was Candia, or an- 
cient Crete, in the year 1669, and Cameniac, in 
Deer 16. $4444 I 8 
We may reckon the Turks as the greateſt de- 
ſtroyers of the human race that were ever raiſed 
up; and therefore they are ſaid to be prepared to 
. Nay the third part of men; and it is likely that 
in the courſe of their wars they may have actually 
lain as many perſons as would amount to nearly 
one third of all the people now living upon the 
earth. The expreſſion, the ibird part of men, may 
not be intended to convey the idea of exactly one 
third of men, but may chiefly be deſigned to ſig- 
nify many, or a conſiderable part of the whole; 
and to deſtroy the third part of men will then in- 
tend, that the defiroying armies, now looſed from 
the river Euphrates, which had been one of the

For the execution of this great work, it is ſaid

proportion is fifteen days. So that the whole pe- 
riod of the Othmans /aying tbe third part of men, or 
ſubduing the Chriſtian States, in the Greek or Ro- 


man empire, amounts to three hundred and ninety- 


one years and fifteen days. „ 
Now it is wonderfully remarkable, that the firſt 

conqueſt of the Othmans over the Chriſtians, was 

in the year of the Hegira, 680, and in the year of 


Chriſt 1281. For Ortogrul, in that year, (accord- 


ing to the accurate hiſtorian Saadi) crowned his 
victories with the conqueſt of the famous city Ku- 
tahi, from the Greeks: Compute three hundred 
and ninety- one years from that time, and they will 
berminate in the year 1672; and, in that * Ma- 
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bsmet th fourth took Cattichiac from / the Poles, 
nd forty-eight towns and villages in the territory of 
Pamehize were delivered up to the Stiftan, upon 

e tteaty of peace. Whereupor Prince Camemir 
hath made this fnemorable reflection, This was 
the laſt victory by Which any advantage accrued 
* t the oy ſtate; of any city or Province 
on was annexed to the ancient bounds of the em- 

ire.” 

Other wars ind flaughters have ſince taken place. 
The Turks even beſieged Vienna in the year 1683; 
but this exceeding their commiſſion, they were 
defeared. Belgrade, and other pen have been 
taken from hem, and ſurrenderet to Wem apain ; 
but ſtill they have ſubdued no new ſtate or poten- 
tate of Chriſtendawm, for the ſpace of an hundred 
and twenty years aſt ; but on the contrary, the 
Riiffians of late, within that tire, hade taken part 
of their dominions from them; and it is likely will 


 Utninifh them more and more. 


Here then the prophecy and the event agree exadt- 
in the period of three hundred and ninety- one 

eats; and if we had more accurate and authen- 
dic hiſtofies of the Othmans, and khew the very day 
on Which Kutahi was taken; as certainly as we may 
know that wherein Cameniac was taken, the like 
exactneſs would doubtleſs be found in the fiftcen

eaſily fuppoſe that from their firſt riſe to their final 
overthrow, they may produce ſuch a number of 
fighting men in all.

One is deſcribed to be of ſuch a monſtrous ſize, that it 
was drawn by ſeventy yoke of oxen, and by two thou- 
ſand men. There were two more, each of which diſ- 
charged a ſtone, of the weight of two talents. Others 
emitted a ſtone of the weight of half a talent: But the 


greateſt of all diſcharged a ball of the weigh 


t of three 


talents, or about three hundred pounds; and the re- 
port of this cannon is ſaid to have been ſo great, 
that all the country round about was ſhaken to the 
diſtance of forty furlongs. For forty days the wall 
was battered by theſe guns, and fo many breaches 
were made, that the city was taken by aſſault, and 


an end put to the Grecian or Eaſtern empire. 


Now is it not wonderful that St. John ſhould 
have beheld in vifion this new way of deſtroying 


men, and taking cities, by the force of gun

ce be-finiſhed, as he hath declared to his ſetvants the 
prophets.”

Theſe words have been ſtrangely miſunderſtood 
by ſome, as though the angel ſwore that there 
ſhould be an immediate end of time, and that it 
referred to the laſt judgment, and deſtruction of 
the world. But this is evidently contrary to com- 
mon ſenſe ; the plain meaning, according to ſeveral 
judicious interpreters, is what I have mentioned 
above. Mr. Lowman thus paraphraſes on the words, 
„But though I was not allowed to reyeal what tlie 
c ſeven thunders had uttered;: yet the angel pro- 
„ ceeded to give a farther revelation of the provi. 
e dence of God, towards the world and his church 
5 in general; and to confirm the truth and cer. 
te rainty of his revelation, he took his oath in the 
55 moſt ſolemn manner; for hfting up his hand to 
« hoaven,. he ſware by the eternal God, the Crea- 
« tor or all things, that the time of the glorious 
« ſtate of the Church, though ſure to be accom- 
& pliſhed; accorcling-to God's promiſe, in its due 
time, ſhould not de 4s Jet. But in the next pes. 
« riod or in the days of che voice of the ſeventh 
« angel, who was' yet to ſound, the myſtery of 
« Gop, in his providence towards the Church, 
fy ſhould be perfected - and” then, as he had Pro- 
cc miſed in the K prophetic Oracles, the glorious 
© ſtate of the Church ſhould be no longer deferred: 
And to the ſame purpoſe ſpeaks Biſhop Newton: 
Then the angel 1ifted up bit band io heaven, like 
the angel in Daniel, xii. 7. and care by bim that 
« liveth for ever and ever, the great Creator of all 
< things, (in the original) that tbe tinie Gall not be. 
64e; but it ſhall be in the days of the Seventh 
„Trumpet, that the myſtery of God ſhall be fue 
and che glorious ſtate of his Church be perfected, 
e ee e

bly to the good things which he bath proc | 
95 ha. 925 to bis ſervants the prophets. This is faid for 
te the conſolation of Chriſtians, that though the lit- 
© tle book deſcribes the calamities of the weſtern

I have nothing to. add to the above explanations 
of thoſe 6th and 7th verſes: their meaning is plain 
and rational, fo that he that runs may read. 

Phe Sixth Trumpet has ſounded long, "os 
abvur the year 1281, to the preſent year 1993. But 
F am to ſhew, that it is now finiſhed; and that the 
ſecond woe is paſt. 

There is an event mentioned in [a n imme - 
diarely before my text, that points out the conclu- 
non of the ſecond woe, in as plain and direct a 
manner as poſſible; and ſuch an event having taken 
place before our eyes, it is eaſy to ſee that _ no- 
phecy is now fulfill. 

Rev. xi. 13. And the Game bin was there a 

<< great earthquake, and the tentk part of the 
<-city fell, and in the earthquake were ſlain of men. 
© (as our trabflators' render the words, bu the ori- 

« gina] words are literally, names of men) ſeven 
< thouſand : and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven.” 

By the great earthquake, we are to underſtand 
4 great political ſhaking of ſome nation, whereby 
the. government ſhall be overthrown and broken 
in pieces, as really as any part of the earth was ever 
& broken and deſtroyed by a natural earthquake; and 
not only fo, but this earthquake is, to happen in 
one of the ten kingdoms, conſtituting the great 
hierarchy: of Rome, which is often in this book ſtiled 
by way of eminence, ibe great ciy; and this earth- 
Ae is to he ſo violent, and 10 continue. fo long. 


way * teach part of the * is 10 fall; chat is, the

kingdom where this earthquake is to happen, will 
not only be broken in pieces itſelf, but will entirely 
fall off fram Rome, and will no longer ſupport 
the papal government. And in this. earth- 
quake, which will be a ſuddea and ſurpriaing Re- 

volution, different from all others, there will be 

ſain of names of men ſeven thouſand; or, the 
whole number of the titles, or names of diſtinction 
will be deſtroyed; and all this will take place in a 
moſt ſudden and unexpected manner. 

Now look at the Revolution, and overturning of 
the government in France, and ſee if this prophecy 
is not exactly fulfilled, and therein a full proof 
given that Ihe ſecond woe is paſt, beyond all diſpute; 
and this epock is therefore intereſting to all Chriſtians 
in the bi dest degree 8 
France is certainly a tenth you of the city or hier- 
archy of Rome, it is one of the ten horns of the 
beaſt, one of the ten kihgdoms that gave its power 
and authority to the beaſt, which it has done in a 

moſt remarkable manner, from the days of Pepin, 
and his ſon Charlemagne, or Charles the Great, 
until the late Revolution. Theſe kings of France, 
were the very perſons who firſt made the Pope of 
Rome a temporal prince, by conquering Italy, ſub- 
jecting the ſame to the Biſhop of Rome, and lay- 
ing the keys at his feet. And France has all along 
been a ſteady and cenſtant ſupporter of the papal 
religion, power and dignity; but it is now 

from that connexion, to riſe no mord 

But it may be ſaid, that England itſelf might as 

well be called a tentk part of the City as France, and 
the ſame may be ſaid of Ireland, Scotland, Sweden, Den- 
mark ; for all theſe were horns of the papal beaſt, 
and all have fallen off from their attachment to 
Rome; bow then is it to he known that che Nn 
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0] Hution in France is particularly intended in this pal. 
| I atifvef, If the Spirit of Truth had not given 


ſuch marks as diſtinguiſh the falling of France from 
tte falling of all thoſe other powers, then we ſhould 
baue been ſtill at a loſs. But it is to be obſerved

mat in the earthquake or total Revolution that hack 
. taken place in France, that there has been an entire 


hal Aaughter of the names of men, that is of all titles of 
every kind. This is an event, however trifling in 
itſelf, that marks this period with the utmoſt pre- 
Erfien 'and ezactneſs. This has never taken place 
in any one 6f the kingdoms before that has fallen 
off from is connection with Rome; and conſe- 
quently proves the Revolution in France to be 
intended. And thus this event was predicted by 
the Spirit of prophecy, not for the importance of 
it cenſfdered in itfelf, but to mark it out preciſely 
as "the concluſten of the ſecond woe, or the end of 
the ſounding of the fixth Trumpet. And fo this 
otherwife trifling occurrence, ferves as a mark to 
tie mariner, to let him knew where he is, and what 
(dure to ſteer; and as ſeamen narrowly obſerve a 
noted certain ſea mark, not for the intrinſic worth 
aud beauty of the object, but for an inconceivably 
KiSher purpoſe, to knew where they are, and how 
to ſteer; fo we may obſerve this event, as a cer- 
tain mark or ſign of the cloſe of the ſixth angel 
Srinding his Trumpet; and ſo it becomes of the 
greateſt conſequence in this point of light. 5 
Before this event took place, it was difficult to 
tell what was meant by names of men, which is the 
Greek ex preſſion; our tranſlators could not fee why 
fack a phraſe was uſed, and therefore rendered it 
fimply men, nevertheleſs the true rendering is pre- 
ferved in the marginal reading, where it is names of 
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men. But now the event having taken place, it 
is eaſy to ſee the exact correſpondence between the 
prediction and its accompliſhment. 


It is a very remarkable circumſtance, that Peter 
. © Furieu, a famous French divine of Rotterdam, more 
than an hundred years ago, not only predicted the Re- 
vrolution which has taken place, but underſtood the 
ſſaughter of the names of men, as a deſtruction, not 
of the perſons of men, but of their names, or titles 
of diſtinction, and of the ſeveral religious orders, 
which he ſaid would be aboliſhed and deſtroyed, no 
more to be revived in France. And what is more 
extraordinary ſtill, he predicted the time, when it 
would happen, allowing himſelf a latitude of ten 
years, from 1780 to 1790. This teſtimony of that 
worthy and venerable man, is almeſt ſufficient of 
_ itſelf, to prove that what has lately taken place in 
France, preciſely marks the concluſion of the ſecond 
woe trumpet. But the matter is now fo plain, as to 
be evident to every diſcerning eye. 
There was alſo a religious diſcourſe vy Mr. Ro- 
bert Fleming, printed in London in the firſt year of 
this century, 1701, in which are theſe words, Page 
68. © So that there is good ground to hope, that about 
d the beginning of another ſuch century, things may 
ce again alter for the better; for I cannot but hope, + 
* that ſome new mortification of the chief ſupporters 
_ * of Antichriſt will then happen—And perhaps the 
French Monarchy may begin to be conſiderably

© tains it, waſting inſenſibly, till it be exhauſted at 


* laſt, towards the end of this century.“ T9 
Thus is alſo a very extraordinary prediction, com- 
ing ſo very near the time of the deſtruction of the 
French Monarchy; though I cannot agree with him, 
that it is done by the pouring out of the fourth vial, 
(none of which I apprehend to be yer poured out) 
but by the great political Earthquake, which has 
ſhaken that kingdom in pieces, and cauſed it to fall 
away from its connection with Rome; by which 
a,tenth part of the City, or hierarchy of myſtical 
Babylon is ſunk down and deſtroyed, and the remain- 
der will ſoon ſhare the ſame fate, by the pouring 
out of the vials ; which awful diſpenſations will take 
place under the ſound of the Seventh Trumpet, 
which from this very time begins to found : and 


the Third woe will immediately commence. 


It was ſaid, at the cloſe of the firſt woe, One 
« woe is paſt, and behold there come two woes more 
c“ hereafter.” Chap. ix. 12. 13 

i his ſuggeſted, that ſome time would intervene 
between the firſt woe of the Arabian locuſts, and 
the next of the Euphratean horſemen. But when 
the ſecond woe is paſt, it is faid, Rebold, the third 
woe cometh quickly, There will be no intervening 

time 
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time between the fecond and third woes; but upon 
the ceaſing of the ſecond, the third (which will 1 
the utter deſtruction of the prophetic beaſt) ſhall 
inſtantly begin. 15 1 
Though this ſubject is ſo very plain, and though I 
have underſtood a long time, that this prophecy 
of the great earthquake, the fall of the tenth 'part 
of the City, and the ſlaying of the names of men, 
referred to what has happened in France; yet it never 
{truck me that the ſecond woe was actually paſt, till 
about three days 320, hearing the latter part of this 
eleventh chapter of the Revelations read, I was fur- 

rized to find immediately after the account of the 
earthquake, and what was brought about thereby, 
this ſolemn declaration made :—THE SECOND WOE 
18s PAST; and BEHOLD THE THIRD WOE commu 
QUICKLY: And then the Seventh Angel is imme- 
diately introduced as founding his trumpet ; which 
is the moſt awful and important of all, and under 
which the third and great woe ſhall take' place. A 
new and ſurprizing ſcene opened to my mind: I 
ſaw very plainly that. the Sixth Trumpet was finiſh- 
ed, and the Seventh beginning to found ; that the 
ſecond woe was paſt, and the third coming immedi- 
ately ; and I could not help being ſurprized that 
5 not obſerved it before, as the connection is ſo 
plain. I Ht 
I regard the late events in France, therefore, as 
Signs of the Times, and they mark the cloſe of the pre- 
ceding period with great exactneſs; and in this lighe 
their conſequence is very great: they ſhew us where. 
abouts we are, and tend to confirm the authority 
of the Scriptures, and eſpecially the book of the 
Revelation of St. Fohn. 15 | amen 
A new and very important period is now begin- 
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ning to take place, under the ſound of the Seventh .. 


Trumpet, which will continue to ſound from this 
time, till after the perſonal appearance of Jzsvs, 
till all the ſeven vials of the wrath of God are 
poured out, and until the kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Chriſ.. 

But great will be the woes and deſolations that will 
come upon the world before this, happy event will 


take place. And for this reaſon, the ſeventh trum-

de trumpet, or the third and laſt woe trumpet ; ſo 


de that as the ſeventh Teal contained the ſeven trum- 
xc pets, the ſeventh trumpet comprehends the ſeven 
i vials. Not only the concinnity of the prophecy 
de Fequires this order; for otherwiſe there would be 


e great confuſion, and the vials would interfere with 
* the trumpets, ſome falling under one trumpet, 


c and fome under another: but, moreover, if theſe 


r Teven laſt plagues, and the conſequent deſtruction 


© of Babylon be not the ſubje& of the third woe, 
de the third woe is no where deſcribed particularly, 
as are the two former woes. When four of the 
@'feven trumpets had founded, it was declared, 
«© (Chap. viii. 13.) Moe, woe, woe lo the inbabiters of 
the earth, by reaſon of the other voices of the trumpets 
* of the three angels which are yet to ſound. Accord- 
« ingly, at the founding of the % trumpet (Chap. 
« ix. 1.) commences the woe of the Saracen or 
« Arabian locuſts; and in the concluſion is added, 
te (ver. 12.) One de oe is paſt, and behold there come two 
„ woes wore Bevenfier. At the ſounding of the fu] 
Fe trumpet (Chap. is. 13.) begins the plague of the 

Euphra- 
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«© Fuphratean horſemen, or Turks; and in the conclu- 
« Gon is added, (Chap. xi. 14.) The ſecond woe is paſt, 
« and behold the third woe cometh. quickly. At the 
« ſounding of the ſeventh trumpet, therefore, one 
« would naturally expect the deſcription of the third 
« <y0e to ſucceed ; but there follows only a ſhort and 
« ſummary account of the ſeventh trumpet, and of 
the joytul rather than of the woeful part of it. A 
general intimation indeed is given of God's taking 
&« unto him his great power, and defiroying them who de- 
« roy the earth; but the particulars are reſerved for 
« this place; (Chap. xvi. &c.) and if thele laſt 
« plagues coincide not with the laſt woe, there are 
cc other plagues and other woes after the laſt; and 
cho can it be ſaid, that be wrath of God is filled up 
« ;; them, if there are others beſides them? If then 
© theſe ſeven laſt plagues ſynchronize with the ſe- 
* venth and laſt trumpet, they are all yet to come.“ 
The account of the pouring out of the vials, con- 
tains in brief the awful judgments that ſhall come 
upon the enemies of our Lord, under the found of 
this ſeventh trumpet, and - eſpecially . upon the 
Church of Rome, and her adherents ; and therefore 
I ſhall read the prophecy of the pouring out of thoſe - 
vials, and make ſome brief remarks as I paſs along. 
But before 1 ſpeak particularly of the pouring out 
of the vials I would juſt call your attention to one 
expreſſion in the words that I firſt read, and which, 
being ſo plainly and remarkably fulfilled in our view, 
is fully ſufficient to prove, that the ſeventh trumpet 
hath already begun to found ; and that is, And the 
nations wwere angry: this is a ſign of the times indeed, 
for was it ever ſeen before, that ſuch great and ge- 
neral preparations for war were made in Europe, as 
are making now! And as for the anger, wrath, and 
rage that are evident in all the European nations, 
G which 
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which are now prepared and preparing for battle, 
the like has never been ſeen or heard of before. 
There ſeems ſuch terrible anger on all fides, as 
though the wrath of God was come, and that the na- 
tions were gathering to pour out the vials of wrath 
upon each other. Even in this nation, where we 
may reaſonably expect the moſt coolneſs, and calm 
deliberation, it has been ſaid, that we ought to enter 
into the war, without conſidering in the leaſt what 
effect it might have upon our commerce, trade or 
wealth, and that if the nation ſhould be reduced, 
not only to the laſt guinea, but even to the laſt ſhil- 
ling, that ought to be no object at all. Vea more, 
ſome go ſo far as to pray, that an earthquake, or a 
volcano, or ſome other dreadful convulſion of nature 
ſhould ſwallow up or bury theſe Hlands in the deep, 
with all their numerous inhabitants, multitudes of 
beaſts, and immenſe riches, rather than that even a 
change of politics ſhould take place here. With 
much more to the ſame purpoſe, which is ſufficient 
to prove, that even this cool and ſerious nation is 
very angry. What ther is the ſtate of the other na- 
tions of Europe, whoſe paſſions are naturally more 
iraſcible and vindictive? their rage is indeſcribeable; 
as their ſpeeches, threatenings, writings and mani- 
feſtoes evidence, and above all their vigorous prepa- 
rations for war, and their determination 10 conquer or 
die, I do not fo much as enter into the matter in a 
political view, I mean to ſoar as far above that 
ſphere as the heavens are above the earth, and only 
ſpeak of theſe things as wonderful illuſtrations and 
eden of prophecy. _ 

The nations are now gathering on all fides, like 
black clouds, charged with wind, hail, rain, thun- 
der and fire, ready to diſcharge their baleful contents 
upon the aſtoniſhed world; and ſoon ſuch 1 
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| will be opened to view, as ſhall terrify the ſenſes of 
all who ſhall fee and hear. IN Led 3 
I ſhall now paſs directly to the pouring out of the 
ſeven vials of God's wrath upon the earth. Rev. 
xvi. 1. And I heard a great voice out of the tem- 
« ple, ſaying, to the ſeven angels, Go your ways, 
« and pour out the wrath of God upon the earth.” 
On this verſe Biſhop Newton ſays, In obedience 
to the divine command, the ſeven angels come 
forth 10 pour out the vials of the wrath of God upon 
e the earth; and as the trumpets were ſo many ſteps 
& and degrees of the ruin of the Roman empire, fo 
« the vials are of the Roman Church. The one in 
« polity and government is the image of the other; 
ce the one is compared to the ſyſtem of the world, 
« 3nd hath her earth and fea, and rivers, and ſur 
« 35 well as the other: and this is the reaſon of the 
« ſimilitude and reſemblance of the judgments in 
& both caſes. Some reſemblance too there is be- 
ce tween theſe plagues and thoſe of Egypt. Rome 
e papal is diſtingurſhed by the title of /prritual Egypt, 
(Chap. xi. 8.) and reſembles Egypt in her puniſh- | 
* ments as well as in her crimes, tyranny, idolatry, 
and wickedneſs.“ e Ove 
Verſe 2. And the firſt went and poured out his 
e vial upon the earth; and there fell a noiſome and 
* grievous ſore upon the men who had the mark of 
« the beaſt, and upon them who worſhipped his 
t image.”

This firſt vial is poured out upon the earib; and ſo 
the hail and fire of the firſt trampet were caſt upon the 
earth, (ſee Chap. viii. J.) whereby great deſtructions

fill heathen. I ſhould be ſorry to be the meſſenger 
of heavy tidings to this land; but theſe iſlands were

this day. But then all adols ſhall be utterly aboliſh- 
ed, and all ĩdolatrous worſhip ſhall be deſtroyed, in 
order that all men that ſhall, remain, may worſhip

Great hail often ſignifies. great judgments, and when 
it is very large it is in itfelt a dreadful judgment.

There hath frequently been very large hail, I 
have heard credible perſons ſay, that they have ſeen 
them. as large as gooſe eggs. Diodorus, a grave 
hiſtorian, fpeaks of hailſtones, which weighed a 
pound and more. Philoſtorgius mentions. hail that 
weighed eight pounds; but theſe hailſtones are abou? - 
the weight of a talent, or about a hundred pounds, 
probulyy a ſtrong figure to denote the greatneſs and 
everity of theſe. judgments, which ſhall take place 
at the pouring out of the ſeventh vial. But full 
n | 4 4 * many 
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many men continue obſtinate, and 3/aſpheme God Lox 
caufe of the plague of the hail: they remain incorrigi- 
ble under the divine judgments, and muſt be def. 
troyed before they wilt be reformed. This is the 
third time, in this chapter, that men are repreſented 
as . God, the name of God, and the God of 
Heaven, under the moſt fore and dreadful judgments 
that can be inflifted in this life, and therefore it is 
Highly probable, as 1 have fhewn in my Lectures, 
that by far the greater part of mankind will be def- 
troyed, fooner than fubmit to the government of 
Chriſt, But this is no argument at all that he can 
never bring them to bow in a future ſtate, as ſome 
would ſuppoſe, becauſe they are hardened under 
theſe plagues, as Pharoah and moſt of the Egyp- 
tians were under the plagues of Egypt. For let it 
be conſidered, that all thefe plagues are inflicted 
upon men in this preſent life, and by which they 
are flain, fo that none of theſe tronbles can long 
continue here upon the moſt ſtubborn and rebellious ; 
but God hath corrections after this life, which 
are far feverer than any that can be felt for a mo- 
ment here, and they ſhall continue till all are ſubdu- 
ed. So that none of this blaſpheming is fpoken of 
as being the effect of God's puniffiments hereafter, 
but .only in the prefent life, under thoſe plagues 
which ſhall come upon the earth and its inhabitants, 
before the kingdom of our Lord fhall take place. 
This chapter which I have now read, and endea- 
youred to explain, is indeed an awful chapter, and 
contains a fetch in miniature of the third and laſt 
woe, which ſhall take place under the founding of 
this ſeventh trumpet, which I apprehend is now be- 
gun. I might fay much more upon the dreadful 
judgments that ſhall come upon the rebellious; but 
there are a number of other matters in the words of

which are joyful ſubjects, of the greateſt importance. 


Under the ſeventh trumpet our glorious Saviour * 


will perſonally appear; I have already obſerved;

There is one method which he will take to bring

irreſiſtible means in nature, and will certainly be 
effectual in all thoſe lands which depend upon the 
ſhowers of Heaven for their food; and there is an 
exception made reſpecting thoſe countries which 
have no dependence upon rain for their fruitfulneſs, 
and for the ſubduing of which another. judgment 
id appointed.
